R John Foster Dulles is 
seriously ill again, The™ 
news has caused deep con- 
cern to the American 
Government because Dulles 
is the architect and exponent 
of a foreign policy that has 
carried the West safely if 
not successfully through 
five difficult years since the 
, Korean War, We say the 
West, because leadership of 
the Western allies has clear- 
ly come from America. In 
their policies on Ruasia, 
Britain and Western Europe 
are closely involved = and 
largely committed, So 
Dulles’ illness is the concern 
of all. 


This gives the West o right 
to say whether he is fit 
enough to carry on. He is 
renching for 70—not old by 
todny’s atandards, But his 
ilness may’ mean long 
treatment, long — periods 
away from the State 
Department, long periods 
out of touch with world 
affairs. And at his age 
men do not, recover easily or 

+ quickly even from allments 
much lesa ravaging than 
cancer. 


His’ illness 


T)RESIDENT — Elisonhower 
has no option but to give 


him indefinite leave. In his 
own Interests, Dulles should 
be given the chance to make 
a.complete recovery. If he 
were in business, there would 
be no question of his future, 
At hig age and in hia con- 
dition he would either be 
asked to resign, or he would 
voluntarily retire. There 
muat be ia the top positions 
of business and government, 
| mon fit and possessing full 
authority to make the big 
decisions that come their 
way. " 


With Dulles temporarily re- 
placed, America will. be 
virtually without a Secretary 
of State. This -may go on 
for ‘a Jong time. If he is 
brought back prematurely 
he will not be able to serve 
his country or the Western 
enuse with the concentration 
and effort that his job 

* demands, And hig country 

— ennnot fairly expect him to 
make the personal sacrifice 
of ignoring his own: well- 
being for the sake of his 
important job.

metal trawler. 


She was red rusty as if she'd lain Idle for a year, .

I climbed forwatd to the 
forecastle bunk room and then 
ustern to the dungeon below the 
water line end the galley, and 
then amidships up to the wheol- 
house and the little box of a 
chart room. 

Through a hole In the floor 
of thls I peered down to another 
horrld = place where rotting 
plimsolls, waste uper and 
bits of derelict clothing ond

This was because these 
wooden vessels fished too close 
to Chinese -watony and were 
patrolicd by Chinese Communist 
gun boats, and because a sudden 
wind might drive them = for 
shelto” on the China ccast. 


The low cteel trawlers could 
fight the highcst gale back to 
Britlsh waters, but a junk.

After the signing coremony 
Mr Day and 1 climbed back 
over the great wooden bulk that 
lay alongside "Lock Hing No, 2” 
and down onto the low lying 
trawler.
